JOINT SCHOOL 
BID IN DANGER 


Kingston Council’s £ 80 m bid for 
a new secondary school in 
north Kingston could be under 
threat from its own partner, as 
Croydon Council’s education 
department continues to lurch 
from crisis to crisis. 

The joint bid is key to Kingston’s 
early application for Government 
funding for the new school, which 
the council recently admitted needs 
to be in place by 2015 to cope with 
soaring pupil numbers in the bor¬ 
ough. 

But a series of chaotic events in 
Croydon, including teachers ballot¬ 
ing to strike over the controversial 
academies scheme and the cabinet 
member for education resigning

after being outed as a former mem¬ 
ber of the IRA, have led to fears the 
joint bid could be in jeopardy. 

Kingston Council was criticised 
by parents for being slow to ac¬ 
knowledge the need for a new 
school, but its education depart¬ 
ment and proven track record on 
projects such as the Chessington 
Community College rebuild had 
raised confidence the bid would be 
successful. 

Croydon’s bid is well behind 
schedule however, with a public 
consultation still ongoing and plans 
to merge two schools scrapped on 


December 15, due to Government 
opposition. 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
Kingston Council’s lead member for 
education, admitted she had “no 
idea” whether Kingston’s bid would 
fail if Croydon’s was rejected, but 
said she was “quietly confident” of 
the scheme going through. 

She said: “I don’t want people to be 
alarmed by this. 

“We’re good at going through the 
process on big projects like this, and 
there have been lots of discussions 
in the background. 

“I will be looking into it, but we’ve 
formed this joint vehicle, both chief 
executives are on the board and I 
don’t think we would have gone into 


any kind of association without 
looking at all the options.” 

A Croydon Council spokeswoman 
said: “We are confident our bid will 
go through.” 

But a spokeswoman for Partner¬ 
ships for Schools, the Government 
agency responsible for delivering 
the programme, said a partnership 
bid such as Kingston and Croydon’s 
would need them to “demonstrate 
jointly that they are ready to join 
the programme”. 

The decision on whether the joint 
bid will be accepted is due in March 
2009.

Bureau (CAB) is keeping the 
bailiffs away at a rate of 60 
per cent, far better than the 
national average. 

Pippa Mackie, chief execu¬ 
tive of Kingston CAB, said 
more people were approach¬ 
ing the CAB with concerns 
over mortgage payments, and 
praised her staff for helping 
them to such good effect. 

She said: “There is a mas¬ 
sive increase. We want to tap 
into the figures and find out 
what it means.

“What is at risk is the whole 
local economy and the human 
tragedy, which is our primary 
concern. 

“If we can intervene and 
stop people losing their 
homes or stay in work or have 
the right benefits, it is going 
to have an effect.” 

She also said the number of 
people forced to seek help 
with problems at work, in¬ 
cluding dismissals and dis¬ 


crimination, had more than 
doubled since last year, to 161 
contacts. 

Both housing and debt prob¬ 
lems are also rising steadily, 
as homeowners face up to the 
true cost of racking up bills 
on credit and store cards, she 
said. 

But the figures are likely to 
be the tip of the iceberg, as 
staff become afraid to chal¬ 
lenge bosses on unfair pay 
and conditions because of “a 
sense of hopelessness”, the 
CAB said. 


Kingston MP Edward Davey 
has been contacted by two or 
three people worried about re¬ 
possessions and two more 
with debt problems in the past 
month-and-a-half. 

He said: “It is the calm be¬ 
fore the storm, but the storm, 
I fear, is coming down the 
track.”

Post office Katende basketball game called 
nightmare off due to low numbers of staff 


Winding post office queues 
reached times of more than 
half an hour over the hectic 
Christmas period, research by 
MP Edward Davey has found. 

The closure of six post of¬ 
fices earlier this year brought 
extra customers to the three 
main branches in Kingston, 
Surbiton and New Malden, 
which intensified in Decem¬ 
ber. 

The Queue Watch survey 
found average queues of more 
than 16 minutes at Kingston, 
maximum queues of 35 min¬ 
utes at New Malden, and 16 
people walking away from Sur¬ 
biton. 

Researchers went into 
branches in August, Novem¬ 
ber and December and found 
staff going out to lunch at the 
busiest lunchtime period. 


The basketball game in 
honour of Patrick Katende, 
who died in a Kingston lift 
shaft, was cancelled be¬ 
cause of fears that too 
many of his friends would 
turn up.

A team of Mr Katende’s 
friends were due to take on 
a street basketball team 
from London and raise

money to help the Katende 
family with the funeral ex¬ 
penses. 


Organiser Stuart Tanner 
said while they were disap¬ 
pointed, they would re-or- 
ganise the game next year. 

He said: “The funeral was 
a great celebration of 
Patrick’s life and we want 
to make sure he is remem¬ 
bered so we will look for 
a bigger venue in the 
new year or wait until 
the weather is nicer in 
the spring and hold the 
event outside so that every¬ 
one who wants to can at¬ 
tend.” 

Mr Katende was a former 
member of the college’s 
basketball academy and 
died on the Cambridge Gar¬ 
dens estate on December 4.

Lifeline for the Rose 


The Rose Theatre’s Christmas 
wish came true when 
Kingston councillors voted in 
favour of a rescue package 
worth £600,000 a year. 

Cheers went up when coun¬ 
cillors voted 20 to 19 in favour 
of the controversial plans, 
which will invest more public 
money in the High Street the¬ 
atre in exchange for a series 
of community benefits. 

Opposition leader Council¬ 
lor Howard Jones called the 
situation “nothing short of 
scandalous”. 

He said: “£1.8m over three 
years is too much money 
coming out of taxpayers’ 
pockets. 

“We are not against the the¬ 
atre, but we are against 
the spending of council tax 
money on the theatre - and so

was the [council] leader until 
recently. 

“He has gone back on his 
promise.” 

Grove ward councillor 
Chrissie Hitchcock told last 
week’s full council meeting: 
“We have never had a whole 
public gallery of protesters 
about the theatre and that 
speaks volumes to me. 

“It’s the same as a marriage 
- you have bad times and good 
times, better and worse, but 
you always stick together to 
make things work.” 

The decision was made at a 
meeting of the full council 
on Tuesday, December 23, 
after a scrutiny panel decided 
the whole council should 


have a say on the issue. 

At the meeting, theatre boss¬ 
es then admitted the theatre 
could close if the money was 
not received before Christ¬ 
mas. 

The decision, which has al¬ 
ready been approved by the 
council executive, calls for the 
£ 1.8m of interest-free loans to 
Kingston Theatre Trust, to 
be repaid over 100 years in 
£18,000 installments. 

Since the Liberal Democrats 
originally persuaded develop¬ 
ers to build the empty shell, 
Kingston Council has invest¬ 
ed £8.4m - made up of a £1.8m 
loan to the trust which runs 
the theatre and £6.8m invested 
in fitting it out.

Man killed by Asda bread delivery lorry 


An 81-year-old man was knocked 
over and killed by a lorry outside 
Kingston’s Asda store, after pick¬ 
ing up his Christmas shopping on 
December 23. 

Charles Briggs, of Beresford 
Road, Kingston, was hit at 8.40am 
by a Warburtons supply lorry 
which was delivering bread to the 
London Road store. 

Although air ambulance crews 
spent almost an hour attempting to 
revive him, Mr Briggs was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene at 
9.32am. 

Police cordoned off London Road 


between the junctions with Cam¬ 
bridge Road and Coombe Road for 
most of the morning while they 
inspected the lorry, causing traffic 
delays in the area. 

A spokeswoman for Warbutons 
said: “Warburtons regrets to con¬ 
firm that one of our delivery vehi¬ 
cles was involved in an accident at 
8.30am today in Kingston, in which 
a pedestrian very sadly died. 

“All of us at Warburtons are 
deeply shocked and saddened by 
this incident and we offer our sin¬ 
cere condolences to his family 
“We are co-operating fully with 


the police in their investigation 
into the accident and, as such, War¬ 
burtons is not able to provide 
further comment until the police 
investigation is completed.” 

The Metropolitan Police’s traffic 
unit have launched an investiga¬ 
tion and the man’s next of kin have 
been informed. 

A spokeswoman for Asda said: 
“At this time our thoughts and sym¬ 
pathies are with family and 
friends.”

Grenville Tuck, caretaker of 
Coombe Hill Infant and Junior 
Schools in Kingston, picked up 
an MBE for services to educa¬ 
tion. 

He said: “It is a really nice 
feeling to be recognised like 
this for the work I have done. 

“I love my job and treat it as 
so much more than a nine-to- 
five and that’s why everyone at 
the school put me forward for 
the honour.” 

□ Dozens of highly sensitive 
and urgent cancer, HIV and 
mental health test results car¬ 
ried out by Kingston Hospital, 
were handed into the Kingston 
Guardian, after being found by 
a member of the public 
dumped in a town centre 
street. 

The 173 documents, contain¬ 
ing the names, date of birth, 
GP details and NHS numbers 
of the patients, were found in¬ 
side a courier bag in Kingston 
Hill on Friday, January 4, and 
were returned to the hospital 
later that day, to avoid further 
delays in treatment to those in¬ 
volved. 

The documents were being 
transported from Kingston to 
Queen Mary’s Hospital in Roe- 
hampton. 

Kingston Hospital apologised 
a week later and an investiga¬ 
tion into a possible theft was 
launched by Kingston police. 

Carole Heatly, then chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Kingston Hospital, 
said: “We do believe that this 
loss of clinical data was a very 
rare and unprecedented event 
and we would certainly not 
want our patients to think that 
we treat their records in a care¬ 
less way, because we do not.” 

□ Kingston’s Rose Theatre final¬

ly flung open its doors on Jan¬ 
uary 16, nearly 80 years after the 
idea was first dreamt up. 

The £llm venue opened to 
the Russian classic Uncle 
Vanya, which was directed by 
Sir Peter Hall. 

Frank Whately, head of the 
school of performance at 
Kingston University and a key 
supporter of the theatre since 
the 1980s, said he was “chuffed 
to bits” the theatre was finally 
open. 

He praised the “powerful and 
influential triumvirate” of 
Kingstonians, the council and 
the university who made it a 
reality. 

Sir Peter said before the 
opening night: “Whatever hap¬ 
pens in the future, I can be 
proud of the fact that I had a 
helping hand in making sure 
this theatre was finished, oper¬ 
ational and outstanding.” 

Just days after the theatre 
opened, Sir Peter announced 
he was stepping down as artis¬ 
tic director, handing over the 
day-to-day running to Stephen 
Unwin, departing artistic di¬ 
rector of the English Touring 
Theatre. 

Sir Peter took on a new role 
as director emeritus at the 
Rose. 


February 


□ It was announced that a Mo¬ 
roccan dish would represent 
Kingston at an international 
food festival held in its Ger¬ 
man twin-town of Oldenburg, 
after only three local chefs en¬ 
tered the competition - all with 
dishes not normally associated 
with the borough. 

Mohammed Tadimi, owner of 
Exotic Tagine in Market Place, 
triumphed with his saffron 
and olive chicken tagine over 
the other entrants, a vegetari¬ 
an curry and an Afro- 
Caribbean dish. 

Mr Tadimi said he was not 
surprised at the international 
flavours of the other entrants. 

He said: “Nowadays, a lot of 
people like to try other things 
and have a different feel to 
their food.” 

Mr Tadimi flew out to Olden¬ 
burg in September where he 
battled it out with other chefs 
from across Europe. His Mo¬ 
roccan delicacies outsold all 
others.

□ “Bus stop stalker” Levi Bell- 
field was found guilty at the 
Old Bailey on February 26, of 
murdering Amelie Delagrange 
and Marsha McDonnell. 

In February 2003, Marsha 
McDonnell, 19, was found in a 
pool of blood just yards from 
her home in Priory Road, 
Hampton, after Bellfield had 
followed her in his car after 
she got off the No 111 bus from 
Kingston. 


Amelie Delagrange, 22, had 
missed her stop on the 267 bus 
in August 2004 and was at¬ 
tacked by Bellfield as she 
walked past Twickenham 
Green. 

The 39-year-old, from West 
Drayton, west London was also 
convicted of trying to kill 
18-year-old student Kate 
Sheedy as she walked home in 
May 2004. 

The jury took six days to de¬ 
liberate but failed to reach a 
verdict on two other counts of 
the kidnap and false imprison¬ 
ment of Anna-Maria Rennie, 
17, and the attempted murder 
of Irma Dragoshi, 33. 

Bellfield has since been ques¬ 
tioned by police investigating 
the unsolved murder of Wal¬ 
ton schoolgirl Milly Dowler in 
2002. 

He will spend the rest of his 
life in jail. 


March 


□ Kingston Council an¬ 
nounced a controversial new 
waste and recycling contract 
in March. 

The contract came into force 
in September and saw weekly 
recycling collections, but rub¬ 
bish collections dropped to 
once a fortnight. 

The council said this was to 
boost recycling rates in the 
borough and avoid an estimat¬ 
ed £10m bill in taxes and fines 
over the next eight years, as 
landfill charges double from 
£24 to £48 per tonne. 

Councillor Liz Green, the 
executive member for environ¬ 
ment and sustainability at the 
time of the announcement, 
said: “It is quite right that we 
should be forced to recycle 
more, because we need to be 
taking it seriously.” 

□ Health campaigners criti¬ 
cised plans to erect a booze 
clinic in Kingston town centre 
to help revellers who hurt 
themselves while out partying. 

The plans, by town centre 
management group Kingston- 
first, were met with disdain by 
campaigners who called it a 
“sad indictment on society”. 

The scheme ran on Friday 


and Saturday nights and was 
designed to alleviate pressure 
on the ambulance service and 
Kingston Hospital’s accident 
and emergency department. 

The safe place ran for five 
weeks in the pilot scheme from 
March 14 but did not continue, 
because of a lack of use. 

□ A football coach was jailed 
for 30 years on March 5, for 
murdering Walton business¬ 
woman Kate Beagley. 

Karl Taylor, 27, from Covent 
Garden, was found guilty by a 
jury at the Old Bailey of stab¬ 
bing Miss Beagley 31 times 
while on their first date. 

Taylor lured Miss Beagley, 32, 
of Nelson Close, to a bench in 
Richmond Hill, intending to 
steal her car on May 30, 2007, 
after a date at the Roebuck 
Pub, Richmond. 

He then stabbed her repeat¬ 
edly with a carving knife he 
had concealed up his sleeve. 

The jury took just under two 
hours to reach a unanimous 
verdict and Judge Giles For¬ 
rester sentenced Taylor to life 
imprisonment, with no parole 
for 30 years. 

□ A new Sea Life Centre 
opened at Chessington World 
of Adventures on March 15. 

Sharks, stingrays and sea¬ 
horses were brought in from a 
holding centre in Weymouth 
for the opening. 

The centre also features a 


touch pool, interactive display 
and tanks that mimic coral 
reefs and deep oceanic land¬ 
scapes. 

The 500sq m main aquarium 
was brought over from Nurem¬ 
berg and there are more than 
25 marine life containers hold¬ 
ing 250,000 litres. 


April 


□ People power was the order 
of the day for angry Motspur 
Park residents, who turned out 
in force to protest about plans 
to turn a much-loved green 
space behind their homes into 
a cemetery. 

The plucky protesters also 
collected more than 600 signa¬ 
tures on a petition criticising 
Irish millionaire Ben Dunne’s 
plans for the 20-acre (eight ha) 
cemetery on the former BBC 
Sports Ground site. 

Mr Dunne’s original plans 
for a state-of-the-art sports and 
leisure centre on the site, 
which were welcomed by much 
of the community, had to be 
scrapped when council offi¬ 
cials told him the Metropolitan 
Open Land must remain as 
green space. 

□ Kingston’s much celebrated 
May Fayre event was can¬ 
celled, with organisers blam¬ 
ing the previous year’s 
washout for the demise of the 


previously popular event. The 
annual May Merrie, which had 
been running for more than 30 
years, was a centrepiece of 
Kingston’s events calendar and 
was usually split between the 
main May Fayre event on Fair- 
field and free music, dance and 
entertainment activities 
around the town centre on 
bank holiday Monday. 

Organiser Kingston Round 
Table confirmed it would take 
a year out to regroup and come 
back bigger and stronger than 
before. 

□ The 19-year-old man due to 
stand trial for murdering 
father-to-be Mikey Brown at 
the Works nightclub in 
Kingston, made a dramatic 
change of plea at the Old Bai¬ 
ley. 

Shaun Greenidge from Hi¬ 
lary Avenue, Mitcham, entered 
a guilty plea for the lesser 
charge of manslaughter, spar¬ 
ing Mr Brown’s family a two- 
week murder trial and 
avoiding a potential life sen¬ 
tence. 

Mr Brown, 23, had been fatal¬ 
ly stabbed on June 23, 2007, 
after an argument started over 
one of his friends bumping 
into Greenidge’s girlfriend. 

The Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice and the defence lawyers 
agreed a change of charge and 
plea based on the fact there 
was “an unlawful dangerous 
act” but “no intention to kill”.

School applications 
rise in parent panic

Demand for extra tuition for school 
pupils is soaring, as parents previ¬ 
ously intent on educating their chil¬ 
dren privately turn their attention 
to top selective institutions such as 
Kingston’s Tiffin schools. 

The two schools consistently excel 
at both GCSE and A-level and regu¬ 
larly send more than a dozen pupils 
to Oxbridge each year, making them 
a prime choice for parents no 
longer able to afford private schools 
due to the credit crisis. 

Both schools received record 
applications to take the entrance 
exams earlier this month, and the 
upwards trend looks set to continue 
according to online maths tutoring 
service, Whizz Education. 

The company’s CEO Richard Mar- 
rett said: “Times are really tough 
for families at the moment, so it’s no 
surprise that parents have had to 
cut back on school costs. 

“But what we’ve noticed is that 
while many can’t afford thousands 
of pounds a year in fees, they can 
still afford extra tuition.” 

The oversubscribed schools have 
regularly come under fire from 
parents for failing to prioritise 
Kingston children, with pupils ac¬ 
cepted from as far away as York¬ 
shire in recent years. 

More than 1,000 children in Lon¬ 
don will be forced to leave their pri¬ 


vate schools as household spending 
becomes tighter, with at least 2,500 
families expected to have asked for 
payment restructuring or deferral 
by July, according to the Good 
Schools Guide. 

Regional editor Sue Fieldman 
said: “We anticipate that by July 
next year, two or three children per 
prep school will be being pulled out 
because parents can’t cope with 
fees. 

“Schools will not admit to having 
parents in financial difficulty 

“They also won’t admit to helping 
with payments because there 


would be a stampede of parents 
asking for help from the school. 

“But we expect there to be a queue 
of parents outside the bursar’s door 
after Christmas asking for their 
payments to be restructured - I 
would estimate about five or six 
families per school.” 

Private school fees have risen 40 
per cent in the past five years, with 
the average day school now charg¬ 
ing £10,239 a year.

Tidy chief executive, said: 
“Public toilets matter to every¬ 
body. 

“Because local authorities 
have a power to provide public 
toilets, not a duty, we have 
seen a steady decline in provi¬ 
sion. 

“One of the worst conse¬ 
quences of this can be messy, 
unhygienic streets after the 
toilets close down. 

“It’s essential that this is 


reversed and we are delighted 
to help promote the enterprise 
and efforts of local authorities 
to address the problem in town 
centres.” 

Some councils are already 
flushed with success over 
their own innovations howev¬ 
er, such as Westminster’s 
space age SatLav system, 
which allows people to get 
details of their nearest c 
onvenience via their mobile 
phone.

□ Thousands of people signed 
the Surrey Comet’s Save our 
Post Office petition, but there 
were emotional scenes as the 
Post Office decided to shut all 
six branches it had proposed to 
close. 

The decision sparked anger 
among those who had worked 
so hard to save the branches, 
and Kingston Council’s tenta¬ 
tive suggestion that its build¬ 
ings could hold branches 
looked to be the only hope. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said he was 
angry and disappointed, 
adding that people would be 
left wondering whether the 
consultation exercise was a 
complete farce. 

Almost 2,500 people signed 
Comet petitions in shops and 
newsagents, with a further 231 
voting online. 

□ A fatal fire caused chaos in 
Kingston after a police van 
rushing to the scene collided 
with a VW Polo. 

Former military man David 
Brance, 70, was killed in the 
bedroom of his Richmond 
Road home after a “smoulder¬ 
ing” house fire. 

Hours later police intercept¬ 
ed his wife Margaret and broke 
the tragic news after she had 
landed at an airport following 
a school reunion in Germany. 

About 15 minutes after the 
original call, a police van on 
the way to the fire with its 
sirens blaring crashed at high 
speed with a silver Polo, send¬ 
ing both vehicles into the front 
of The Queen’s Head pub. 

Meanwhile, firefighters from 


Surbiton and Kingston had 
kicked the door down and put 
the fire out within about 10 
minutes, but discovered the 
body inside the smoke dam¬ 
aged house. 

□ Kingston NHS board mem¬ 
bers were asked to resign, after 
neglecting to read a 17-page in¬ 
dependent report before clos¬ 
ing the Springboard centre for 
people with learning difficul¬ 
ties and mental health prob¬ 
lems. 

Only two board members had 
visited the centre before mak¬ 
ing the decision, which eventu¬ 
ally saw the Tolworth Hospital 
based service shut and handed 
over to three charities to save 
Kingston Primary Care Trust 
more than £400,000 a year. 

Joyce Rhodes, whose son at¬ 
tended Springboard, said at 
the time she was devastated, 
and added that the decision 
was all about money 

But chief executive David 
Smith said his advice was that 
the uncertainty about Spring¬ 
board needed to be brought to 
an end. 

□ Plans for the four-star hotel 
and eight-storey block of flats 
in Skerne Road, Kingston, 
were finally given the green 
light after years of wrangling 
and waiting. 

Councillors were won over 
by the latest modified plans 
from NHP Leisure, granting 
planning permission for the 
hotel and conference facility 
and 256 flats. 

An earlier application for a 
larger development on the for¬ 
mer power station site, with a 
16-storey section, had been re¬ 
jected in November after objec¬ 
tions. 

Kingston Chamber of Com¬ 
merce chief executive Lisa 
Gagliani described the 
planned hotel as “another 
piece in the jigsaw puzzle to 
make Kingston a true destina¬ 
tion”. 


June 


□ A pair of Kingston sec¬ 
ondary schools were threat¬ 
ened with closure by the 
Government, unless they im¬ 
proved their performance in 


GCSE examinations. 

Chessington Community Col¬ 
lege (CCC) and Coombe Boys’ 
School, New Malden, were 
given three years to hit the 30 
per cent threshold for pupils 
achieving five or more A* to C 
grades - which both schools 
smashed later in the year. 

David Kemp, headteacher at 
CCC, said he felt the school 
was being punished by the 
Government for being so inclu¬ 
sive of students without En¬ 
glish as a first language, while 
a spokesman for Kingston 
Council said it was confident 
both schools would improve. 

Mr Kemp said at the time: “In 
terms of maths and science we 
achieve very high, but we have 
a lot of pupils from places such 
as Korea and Sri Lanka who, 
despite being hardworking stu¬ 
dents, struggle to get a C in En¬ 
glish.” 

□ New Malden residents sick 
of having their High Street 
dug up had to brace them¬ 
selves for more disruption, 
after Kingston Council officers 
admitted the current works 
were just a “delaying tactic” to 
stop the road giving way 

Businesses and shoppers had 
been plagued with traffic bot¬ 
tlenecks and pneumatic drills 
since the council decided to 
make the High Street more 
pedestrian-friendly three 
years earlier, while the cost of 
the works had spiralled to 
£2.3m. 

Cracks in the plan had start¬ 
ed to show almost as soon as 
the first phase was complete, 
with pits and tears appearing 
in the road surface where the 
heaviest work had been done. 

Reporting to the Maidens and 
Coombe neighbourhood com¬ 
mittee, council highways offi¬ 
cer David White said at the 
time, that the recent work 
would not be enough to pre¬ 
vent the road cracking again. 

□ A fire tore through 
Kingston’s ancient Market 
Place, gutting two stalls and 
damaging two others. Traders 
were left devastated after the 
blaze, which they suspected 
was deliberately started. 

Among the worst hit was 
Charlie Kent’s stall, which was 
set up by his great-grandfather 
in Market Place 150 years ago. 

He lost two sets of scales 
worth about £750 each, smaller 


scales worth £300 each, and 
about £800 worth of other 
items. 

Town leaders spoke of their 
sadness and shock at the popu¬ 
lar stalls going up in smoke 
and Kingston Council helped 
the traders get back up and 
running a few days later with 
temporary stalls. 


July 


□ Kingston firefighters had to 
cut a man out of a titanium 
chastity belt, which he intend¬ 
ed to use for sex games. 

He had spent most of the day 
trying to free himself and was 
slipping in and out of con¬ 
sciousness because of the 
pressure on his genitals. 

After realising that neither 
he or his girlfriend had a key 
for it, he swallowed his pride 
and called for help. 

The man, thought to be in his 
40s, was very embarrassed and 
apologetic and protected his 
modesty with a dressing gown 
when firefighters arrived. 

Three different machines 
were needed to cut through the 
belt and he was given oxygen 
to help him cope with the pain. 

He was later taken to 
Kingston Hospital. 


□ A 45-year old woman died in 
front of dozens of commuters 
at Surbiton station when she 
was hit by an 80mph train as 
she crossed the tracks. 

Christine Johnson died in¬ 
stantly when she was struck 
by the non-stop Salisbury to 
Waterloo train. 

Witnesses looked on in hor¬ 
ror as she tried to climb back 
up on to the platform but did 
not make it in time. 

Train staff, who were trau¬ 
matised by the event, had tried 
to warn her off the tracks but 
were unsuccessful. 

The incident caused severe 
delays during the Friday rush 
hour and fights between frus¬ 
trated commuters were report¬ 
ed to have broken out at 
Waterloo station. 

Another man died after 
being hit by a train in the 
same place less than three 
months later. 

□ A good Samaritan who 
stopped to help at the scene of 
a road accident discovered the 
woman who lay dying in the 
road was his own wife, a 
Kingston worker. 

James Peters had been on his 
way to pick up his wife Susan 


from work when he came 
across the scene, just yards 
from where he usually picked 
her up. 

Mr Peters went to see if he 
could help the injured lady, 
and only realised it was his 
wife when he was passed her 
handbag and he recognised it. 

Mrs Peters had worked for 
Surrey County Council in 
Kingston for 15 years. 

□ Pupils at two Kingston 
schools threatened with clo¬ 
sure by the Government, 
threw off their “failing 
school” tags by scoring record 
results in this year’s GCSE ex¬ 
aminations. 

Chessington Community 
College (CCC) and Coombe 
Boys’ School, New Malden, 
were told they risked being 
shut down if the percentage of 
pupils gaining five or more A* 
to C grades, including English 
and maths, did not reach 30 
per cent within three years. 

But both schools smashed 
that target in this year’s re¬ 
sults by 5 and 4 per cent re¬ 
spectively. 

Elsewhere in the borough, 
Tiffin Girls’ School was top of 
the class with 91.5 per cent of 
grades either A* or A, while 
the boys at Tiffin School were 
only slightly behind with a 
record result of 82.91 per cent.

□ A theatre critic’s boycott of 
the Rose Theatre, instigated 
after he got lost going there in 
January, could affect the 
town’s fight to attract audi¬ 
ences, a leading theatre maga¬ 
zine said. 

David Lister, arts editor of 
The Independent, penned his 
acid remarks as part of a 
wider critique of access to the¬ 
atres, after struggling to find 


his way to the riverside venue 
- and put the blame on Sir 
Peter Hall. 

His comments angered 
theatre supporters after he 
incorrectly claimed the near¬ 
by car parks are closed in the 
evening, and his remarks were 
described by deputy leader of 
the council, Councillor Barry 
O’Mahony, as “pretty petty”. 

Peter Foot from theatre mag¬ 
azine Encore warned that “you 
can’t underestimate the power 
of the national press” and crit¬ 
icised Kingston for being slow 


in advertising its services. 

□ A man set himself on fire in 
his Surbiton flat and ran into 
street, terrifying onlookers 
and causing neighbours to be 
trapped inside their burning 
building. 

Barmack Karimi, 39, who 
died a few hours later in hospi¬ 
tal, was seen running out of 
his flat while still on fire wear¬ 
ing “shredded clothes”. 

Neighbours in the other flats 
above Yum Cha Chinese 
restaurant in Brighton Road 
were rescued by the landlord of 
the Black Lion pub and anoth¬ 
er mysterious hero, who 
fought the flames with the 
pub’s fire extinguisher. 

It later emerged that Karimi 
had been in court for beating 
his wife and had been banned 
from returning to their flat 
while on bail. 

His wife has since left the 
area and new tenants have 
moved in. 

□ Kingston’s Apple Market be¬ 
came a quieter place when 
a popular violinist busker 
downed his bow and packed up 
in protest, after receiving 
anonymous complaints that he 
was playing too loud. Classical¬ 
ly-trained Phil Morgan, a for¬ 
mer head of music at Surbiton 
High School, circulated a letter 
to traders saying he was no 
longer going to perform in the 
Apple Market because of the 
“atmosphere”. 

He was told about the com¬ 
plaints by town rangers and 
said he felt “stabbed in the 
back”. 

Staff at Holland and Barratt 
health food store started a peti¬ 
tion to entice him back. 


October 


□ “Satan’s car” rolled into 
Long Ditton before Halloween, 
and was finally cast out when 
faced with a bible and a cross, 
if a Christian family is to be 
believed. 

The “sinister” black Pontiac 
Trans Am had blacked out 
windows, 666 on the number 
plate, devils on all four wheels 
and had not moved for a 
month. 

Churchgoer Julian Clarke 
tried to exorcise the demonic- 
looking auto. 

Posing for pictures, he said: 
“The car is like the spawn of 
the devil, It could only look 
more evil if it had horns.” 

But on the web, Angryresi- 


dent said: “If it didn’t have at 
least one horn, it would fail the 
MoT.” 

□ Frozen assets in Icelandic 
banks left worried investors 
biting their nails, but sharp- 
minded public servants in 
Kingston, one a former betting 
shop manager, dodged a finan¬ 
cial bullet. 

Stung by their experiences 
with Northern Rock, treasury 
officials pulled £5m from 
Landsbanki when it lost its 
triple A rating. 

The cash was safely back in 
the council’s coffers weeks be¬ 
fore it collapsed. Leader of the 
council, Councillor Derek Os¬ 
bourne, was bemused that 
neighbouring boroughs such 
as Surrey County Council, 
which could still lose £10m of 


taxpayers’ money, had not fol¬ 
lowed suit. 

□ Police officers did their job 
when they stopped, searched 
and arrested a teenager with a 
scary-looking bayonet hunting 
knife wrapped inside his suit¬ 
case in Eden Street. 

But the prosecution was 
blunted when a Kingston judge 
hurled out the case, saying 
prosecutors were picking on 
the 19-year-old and had not 
even bothered to check his 
alibi. Judge Richard Atchley, 
who painted an innocent pic¬ 
ture of himself as an amateur 
cook buying Sabatier knives 
from John Lewis, said: “There 
is one law in this country and 
it is the same for you and Mr 
Garrigan and it should have 
been from the beginning.”

□ The BBC’s Nick Robinson 
failed to swat an irritatingly 
addictive song sensation creat¬ 
ed by a Kingston mum and her 
daughter. Trying to create a 
buzz for Christmas number 1, 
Mr Superfly crashed the News 
at 10 after announcing his ar¬ 
rival on the music scene in 
November. 

□ No more public funding for 
the Rose Theatre was the coun¬ 


cil’s policy, despite a couple of 
overspend hiccups. 

But the news that the cash- 
strapped Rose Theatre was in 
negotiations for up to £600,000- 
a-year to extend its work came 
as a bolt from the blue. 

Rose chief executive David 
Fletcher and Liberal Democrat 
council leader Councillor 
Derek Osbourne said taxpay¬ 
ers would see more access for 
young and vulnerable people 
and more community work in 
return for the money. 

But theatre critic and Labour 
councillor Steve Mama said a 
flow of public money had been 


on the cards for the “white ele¬ 
phant” since before it opened. 
The money was approved to 
rounds of applause in the 
council chamber in December. 

□ Tesco unveiled its latest 
plans for a giant supermarket 
and more than 500 flats by the 
A3 in Tolworth, trying to 
sweeten residents with a five- 
storey community centre on 
the former MoD site. But fears 
about congestion indicated the 
corporation could be facing an¬ 
other fierce backlash over its 
60,000 sq ft store. Tesco said 
that after a redevelopment 
of the A3 roundabout, there 
would be “nil detriment”. It 
was second time lucky for the 
supermarket chain after it 
withdrew its first blueprint 
last year. 

□ The Liberal Democrats who 
run Kingston Council decided 
after careful consideration 
they would build a new sec¬ 
ondary school in north 
Kingston. 

They denied they were bow¬ 
ing to public pressure from de¬ 
lighted mums, but their own 
website slated the Conserva¬ 
tives’ continued demands for a 
school, saying they were 
“deeply irresponsible”. 

The about face was presented 
as a re-think after population 
data finally added up, but crit¬ 
ics believed the move was an 
attempt to win votes. 

Campaigner Angela Norton- 
Bilsby said: “This is not about 
winning or losing or political 
battles. 

“It is about our children’s 
right to get a good education at 
a school they really want to at¬ 
tend.”

□ Patrick Katende was found 
dead in a lift shaft on the Cam¬ 
bridge Gardens estate hours 
after reports of a burglary at a 
nearby computer shop. 

The family of the 21-year-old, 
known as Pistol P, said he was 
a “lovely guy who loved life”, 
admitted he was no angel but 
denied he was a gang member. 

His funeral at Kingston 
Cemetery, on what would have 
been his 22nd birthday, was at¬ 
tended by hundreds of mourn¬ 
ing friends and family. Police 
are still trying to discover how 
he died and whether it was 
connected to a pursuit after the 
burglary. 

□ Dubbed King Pong, it was a 
case of gorillas in the mist as 
the apes at Chessington World 
of Adventures were told Brus¬ 
sels sprouts were off the 
Christmas menu after zoo¬ 
goers complained about the 
whiff of flatulence emanating 
from their enclosure. A strict 
diet of vegetables, fruits, nuts 
and leaves were available 
during opening hours but, 
after the guests leave, their 
favourite sprouts were being 
handed over in the evenings, 
letting them trumpet to their 
heart’s content. 

On Christmas Day, when the 
zoo closed, they were allowed 
to eat sprouts all day long.

NEW CAR ROAD TEST: CITROEN C2 VTS 1.6HDi 16V 


Eco warrior 


The range-topping model in the 
Citroen C2 line-up, the VTS HDi 
offers a fun drive, warm hatchback 
performance and impressive green 
credentials. For most, this diesel op¬ 
tion will be preferable over the 
petrol VTS, but with 


a number of other sporty oil-burn¬ 
ing superminis on the market, the 
car’s excellent fuel economy and low 
emissions will be crucial to securing 
sales. The environmentally-friendly 
warm hatchback isn’t a genre that 
the leading manufacturers 


have done to death but Citroen is 
never shy when it comes to 
exploiting a convenient niche. 

The standard C2 VTS comes with a 
1.6-litre 123bhp petrol engine but the 
HDi version gets a llObhp 1.6-litre 
diesel. It’s still fast, achieving 0- 
60mph in 9.4s compared to 8.3s in the 
petrol car, but as tends to be the case 
in the old petrol vs diesel debate, it’s 
the oil-burner’s torque that delivers 
a killer blow. 

If you’ve tried the petrol C2 VTS, 
you’ll know that it’s a buzzy little 
thing that really needs to be revved 
hard. The 1.6 HDi derivative is 
slower but it feels just as quick if 
not quicker by virtue of its 260Nm 
maximum torque, which is 80 per 
cent more than the petrol model. 

It’s more flexible and punchy at the 
speeds you’re forced to do around 
town. Despite being a diesel, 

when worked hard it may ac¬ 
tually be quieter too. 

The overall driving 
experience in the C2 
VTS is immediate 
and enjoyable, if 
lacking a little in 
terms of finesse. 
The ride is firm 
thanks to its stiff¬ 
ened suspension but 
that helps it grip 
and corner with 
some menace. The 


brakes are extremely aggressive 
with the merest brush of the middle 
pedal bringing you to a screeching 
halt, but you do get used to them. 

The steering could use a little 
more feedback and the five-speed 
manual gearbox is on the floppy side 
but in general, it’s hard to argue 
with the amount of fun being served 
up for the price involved. 

ESP and four airbags are included, 
which will go some way toward 
putting parents’ minds at rest. 

The C2 VTS HDi retails for just 
under £14,000 but as always with 
Citroen, be on the lookout for 
regular cashback deals. 

The diesel actually comes in at 
£1,000 more expensive than the 
petrol alternative. It’s undeniably a 
better car, and with its lower run¬ 
ning costs, most buyers will just 
about be able to justify the premium 
- but it’s a close run thing. As the 
range-topping model, the VTS HDi 
comes well-equipped with air- 
conditioning and 16in Cheetah alloy 
wheels among the highlights. 

Overall, this is a sporty looking 
and feeling hatchback with a raw 
urgency that makes it fun to scoot 
about in. Performance is reasonable 
and the diesel engine’s low-down 
muscle makes it a benign compan¬ 
ion when you’re not haring around 
like a Tasmanian Devil with atten¬ 
tion deficit disorder.
